slight damage had been done by 
Japanese air attacks. A Tokyo 
broadcast reported that the damage 
to air fields was severe and that big 
fires had been started. 

Dispatches from Batavia said that 
Japanese planes had renewed scat- 
tered and ineffective attacks on 
Dutch East Indian villages and that 
Japanese destroyers had shelled the 
town of Menado, on the north coast 
of Celebes Island. Little damage 
was reported. 

On the Russian fighting front, 
the Red army continued to drive 
the Germans back in the Leningrad 
area, southwest of Moscow and in 
the Crimea—where Josef V. Stalin 
called upon the Russians to relieve 
the siege of Sevastopol and clear 
the Crimea. 

Stalin congratulated Soviet troops 
on recapture of the important 
Crimean ports of Kerch and Feodo- 
siya. Their next goal was Sevasto- 
pol, great Soviet naval base, which 
has been under siege for two 
months and which Berlin reported 
was subject to new attacks today. 

On the Moscow front, the Ger- 
mans reportedly were driven back in 
panic from the Oka river front 
southwest of the capital as the Sov- 
iets pressed on toward recapture of 
Kaluga and Orel. On the northern 
front, the Russian advance continu- 
ed to seize large quantities of 
enemy material in the Leningrad 
area. 

Despite the Japanese gains in the 
Pacific, the axis reverses in Russia 
and Libya provided a glum back- 
ground for Germans to recall the 
pledge made by Adolph Hitler a 
year ago: 

“Soldiers, the year of 1941 will bring 


consummation of the greatest vic- 


tory in our history.”
